Mo ., was no t frau gh t with 
flattering resu lts, and h e h as co nse­ 
qu ently decided to retu rn h o me 
alo ne nex t Mo nday . 
Sh eriff Po rter 
arriv ed at th is capital a little o v er 
a week ago armed with th e neces­ 
sary papers to make a requ isitio n o n 
th e Mex ican go v ernment, th ro u gh 
th e United States legatio n, fo r th e 
ex traditio n o f J. C. Th o mpso n, wh o 
was cash ier o f a Sedalia banking in­ 
stitu tio n at th e time it clo sed its 
do o rs.

RAILROAD RUMBLE. 


Decision in An Employe’s Suit 
for Damages. 


NEW ROAD FOR COLUMBIA 


Items of Interest Picked Pp From 
Various Sources for the Beiieiit 
of “DemocraP’ Readers, 


A question of much importance 
to railway employes 
in Arkansas 
was decided Friday by Judge K. W. 
Martin, of the Pulaski circuit court, 
in the case of Leep vs. St. 
Louis, 
Iron Mountain »and Southern rail­ 
way. 


An act of the legislature of 1889 
gives an employe who has been dis­ 
charged with or without cause ex­ 
emplary damages. 
Leep sued for 
unpaid wages and claimed exemplary 
damages besides. 


The case went to the supreme 
court, which declared the act un­ 
constitutional. 
Leep then sued for 
damages for the time elapsing since 
his discharge, amounting to $2,000. 
Judge Martin construes the intent 
of 
the legislature 
to 
mean 
that 
exemplary damages are limited to 
pay in 60 days after the discharge 
of the employe and that a suit for 
such damages cannot be set up in­ 
dependent of an action for unpaid 
wages. 
The case will be carried to 
the supreme court again.
